It should be understood that the Government of 
India will not undertake any responsibility for dispute, 
if any that may arise between the importer and the 
suppliers. The conditions to be fulfilled by the 
supplier before payment by the Bank of India, Tokyo 
must be clearly spelt out by the importer in Annexure- 
I under “Terms of Payment”. Provision dealing with 
a Settlement of disputes be included in the condition 
of contract. 

V. (iv) Future Instructions 

The importer shall promptly comply with any di¬ 
rections, instructions or ordered issued by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, from time to time regarding any 
and all matters arising from or pertaining to the im¬ 
ports and for meeting all obligations under the Grant 
Aid for 1988-89 from Japan. 

V. (v) Breach of violation 

Any breach or violation of conditions set forth in 
the above clause will result in appropriate action 
under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act.
